AFTER EXPLOSION.

Chicago, March 11,—A boiler of tlie 


Doremus laundry, occupying part of 


th<j old Waveriy theater building, on 
West Mfcdison street, between Thorp 
and Lootnls streets, exploded today, 
destroying the building. 
In a few 


moments the mass of debris caught 
fiie, 


Eight 'bodies have been recovered 


from the ruins; seven persons are 
missdng, while at least twenty-five 
men and girls were so seriously in- 
jured that many of them will die.

NEAULY ALL INJURED. 


The explosion took place at a time 


when many of tJhe -employes of the 
laundry had gone to work, a time 
register found in the ruins showing 
that thirty-'aix had 'already Deported 
for duty, while two or three Others 
wer> known to have just entered1 the 
•building. 


Of tlhe^e hardly one escaped injury 


of some sort* 
The working force of 


the laundry is usually much larger, 
but none of the Ironing women were 
on duty. Tie force of the explosion 
was so terrific that 'buildiitxga for 
blocks arotttrd were shaken ftfc if bj 
an earthquake, and hundreds of win 
clows were shattered. 


The building in which, the explo 


sion otfcurred was known as the old 
Waverly theater and was built in 
1877. 
Subsequently it was re 


modeled and th* rear used by th 
Doremus laundry. 


The part of the auditorium run 


ning towards tfttiorp Street was used 
by the Volunteers of America, whlL 
the small stores built out from th 
wings of tlie Auditorium and f achv 
on Madison street were rented1 t 
shop keepers.

reaty, was returned at noon today. 
The British answer is a dignified 
>ut complete rejection of the senate's 
Amendments and leaves upon 
»fche 


United States government the re- 
sponsibility for any further action 
hat may be deemed expedient. 
Lord Paunc^fote, th'e British •am- 
ssador, already had acquainted Sec- 


retary Hay with the fact that he had 
received a eommuniction from his 
government on the subject, and it is 
relieved it has been m his posses- 
sion for several d^ys. Secretary Itay 
lad acquired a general knowledge of 
;he character of the Britih response. 


Lord Pauncefotte came .to the state 
epartme-nt at noon by appointment. 


He brought the answer with him, and 


iead it to Secretary Hay. lit was in 
lorm an Instruction from Lk>rd Lans- 
towne, the British minister of for- 
ign affairs, to Lord Pauncefote, and 
f this instruction h<e 'left a copy with 
Secretary Hay. 


At the conclusion of the conference, 
t was stated that the instruction to 
Lord Pauncefote was to notify the 
government of the United States that 
;he British government did not see 
its way clear <to the acceptance of the 
senate amendments. The amend- 
ments were treated in detail at some 
ength, in argumentative fashion, the 
»urpose of *he (British government 
>eing to show that it had sound 
reason for declining to accept them. 


After disposing of the details, the 
ote concluded with an expression of 


regret that such a course was forced 
.pon the British government, There 
wast nothing in ithe nature of a coun- 
;er proposition, nor was any opening 
eft for further -action by the British 
government. 


It wa$ stated that if there is to be 


further attempt to amend the Clay- 
;ou-Bulwer treaty, so as to authorize 
the United States to construct a 
waterway across the isthmus, then it 
s for the United States to make the 
overture; the British government 
imply drops the matter at this point. 
Secretary Hay carried 'the commu- 


nication to the white house, to talk 
with, the president as to the future 
action of the department. *The im- 
pression prevails that there will be 
no immediate action looking toward 
the negotiation of a treaty.

Thursday last with a chill. At that 
time his ailment had all the symp- 
toms of the grip. There developed 
after that a pretty sharp congestion 
in the left side, involving the inter- 
costal nerves and also the pleura of 
the upper part of the left lung. With 
that came fever, his temperature ris- 
ing two or three degrees. There was 
also increased respiration. 
He has 


since gone on in about the same way, 
He has not been very uncomfortable. 
With the exception of the pain suf- 
fered Saturday, which has almost 
wholly disappeared, he has suffered 
but little pain, 


"His temperature is and has been 


for some hours about 102 3-5, his 
respiration thirty* to thirty-sis and 
his pulse keeps at about ninety. His 
pulse is good, but the upper part of 
his left lung is more or less inflamed. 
His danger lies in the extension of 
this inflamation. His mind is clear, 
although he is somewhat inclined to 
go into a sort of dreamy sleep. 


"When awake hid mind is perfect- 


ly clear. I do not consider him ia 
a critical condition at this time, but 
there is some danger in the extension 
of this inflammation/' 


Dr. Jameson said his patient's con- 


dition was such that a crisis would 
probably b-» reached within twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours, at which 


he would either grow gradually 


worse or gradually 
better. 
He 


thought there was no danger of a 
sudden collapse. The greatest danger 
is due to his age, which is somewhat 
against resistance of an attack of 
pneumonia.

Carl, aged 3, that the shooting oc- 
curred.

hand, drew his revolver and fired at 
his wife, who had started to run with 
her 
nve-months-olcl baby 
in, her 


arms. The entered her left side near 
the spinal column and passed down- 
ward almost entirely through her 
body, being removed just under the

Her step-father then attempted to 


•iisarm the murderer and was shot 
twice during

and again in the thigh, after which

They will not only keep alive the 
memories of European military ser\T* 
ice, but will promote good fellowship, 
aid members who may be in distress 
and provide military honors at the 
funerals of members.
